HE that can read this fad tory without a more then 

ordinary campaſſion, rightly conſidering the circum-

upon this Loyal Perſon, For the Execution of him was 
the very ablurdtty and ſoleciime of Law, the contradieti- 
on of Magna Carta, the infringement ant-yiolation of 
Nature; an1 if it were poſſible without any angry ag- 
greyation to {train it higher then an affront and Rebelit- 
en-againſt the fapreime power of rhe Univerſe, it would 
paſte with a leſfer jgnominy then the merir of this Cauſe 
will aftord it. 

Chis Gentleman had bezn 2 Captain in the Kings Ar- 
ny, where he behaved himlelt wich that gallantry and 
relolution, as to become noted and conſpicuous among 
other noble brave Perſons, who wich him afferced his 
Majelties Cuule and Incereſt, and after the fatal expira- 
tion thereof, returned to his own dwelling and habitati- 
on i1 the [jl: of VF125t, whither after miny unforwunate 
Travecſes by the Treafoaable praftites of che Army , the 
Kins himlelfcame ; upon his arriyall this Captain ſhew- 
ed no little gladneſle, as conceiving his Majelty had upon 
good grounds made thar Ifland his Sanctuary, which he 
Promiſed ro himielf upon indifferent terms co be able ro 
make g9od, and ſecure his Perſon with Honour and 1afe- 
ty, from any oppalition would be made there where hjm

Tr; the 
ſecond of theſe cthis Gentleman was concerned, and du- 
ring the time limited for his depariure, conveyed himſelt 
to London, in order to ſome turther ſeryice for the King, 
which was yet carried on in theſe parts 3 but coming too 
late for any convenience of joyning wich them, he han- 
kered privately in and about London, (till expeRting ſome 
happy emergency or attempt for the King, then eyery 
where miſcrably receiyed in the loye and affe&tion of his 
ſeduced Subjects. 

While he thus awaited ſuch opportinitics, or whether 
his time ( by a diſappointed Expection ) was paſt whece-

JN theſe twoperſons we may read a LeQture of the une 


"certainty of Mens minds and afte&tions, and ofthe hid- 
den Decrees of Fate. No men had been more violent a»

But not carrying it with caution and ſecrecy, it was

a little fear and unwillingnefle, as being ſent only to bear 
Mr, Love campany- Burt I ſhall craye leave to inlert the 
next ewo Loyal ſufteters.

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Sir Henry Slingsby Beheaded on Tower 
Hill, Jane 8. 1658. 


HE Life of this Noble Perſon hath been as ſummarily 

handled, in rhe Printed accounts of him, as he was 
compendious and brief in his death, ro which with all chear- 
ful ſuddenneſs he addreſt himſelf upon rhe Scaffold : and 
therefore our of Juſtice ro his Memory, ir is duely fit a fuller 
account ſhnuld he given of him, and of his bringing ro char 
faral place, and ro rhat purpoſe, this Poſtill or Appendix 13 
allorred. 
He was a Yorkſhire Gentleman, of a very ant.ent and ſpſen- 
did Family as any in thar County, had been H(gh-Sheritte 
thereof, and rhroughourt the war had conrageouilly and cor- 
dially afliſted rhe King, frem rhe beginning ro the laſt, 
through all extremities and dangers, which ceaſed nor with 
the expiration of the War ; his conſtant Loyalry having 
rendred his Eſtate firſt, and then his Perſon obnoxions ro the 
ſeveral Uſurpers, whoſe ofren repeared injuries, by ſundry 
Sequeſtrarions, and reſtrainrs, upon their pretended Plors, and 
new Delinquency,were finally ſumm'd up in his Impr:ſonmenr 
ot Hu#,in 1657.by Oltver,which dureſs continued for a whole 
wwelvemonth, with ſome gradual enlargment ot his liberty, in 
vrder tro that bloody defrgn the Tyrant had forelaid in 1658. 
Ar which rime, abour rhe beginning of Summer, having 
the treedome of the Town, he tell inro acquaintance ( tor 
lack of berrer ) of ſome of the Officers of the Garriſon, 
who on purpoſe infinuared inro his Company and Familia- 
rity, being ſer on work by 0/ivers Agents and Command ro 
betray and trepan him : In rendency whereunto, after fome 
merry Cups, where rhey drank Healths ro rhe King, as it they 
would alſo become, or were already His Loyal Subjects, rhey 
ſeriouſly propounded the ſeizure of that important place for 
His Majeſty, proteſiing their aftetion and dury ro Him, and 
their ſorrow gf having terved fo long againſt Him, defiring 
Sir Henry ro procure them a Commiſiton, rhat they might be 
the better enabled ro proceed in rheir Enterpriſe. 
The noble Knight deceived with rhe advantagious op- 
portunity of fo fignal aſervice, after ome lirtle pauie, pro- 
mi ed ro procure one, bur knowing there was no means ro ob- 
tain it, as he was in that Condirion, he reſolved. ro make uſe 
of an old gone he had by him, and fit ir (ro rhe preſent occa- 
ton 3 
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fon , which rhey having received, and their enjoyned work 
thercby finiſhed, the Treachery diſcovered ir ſelf : Sir Hegry 
being preſently fenr np a Priſoner ro rhe Tower, from whence 
( as rhe chiet Complice in rhe ſaid artificial Plor of the year 
1658. ) he was brought ro the High Conrt of Fuftice, fitting in 
Weſtminſter-hall, For tryal of him & orher Innocent R oyalliſts, 
Ar his Tryal he manitefted rhe impoſitbiliry of the arrempr, 
and diſcovered rhe w cked artifices of his betrayers, who were 
nuw his witneſſes in Court againſt him, which he objected ro 
his Judges, and rhe baſeneſs of rhe deſign againſt his lite, be- 
ing !aid by themſelves ro deftroy him ; and further faid, that 
it was meer talk and diſconrſe that had paſſed berween rhem, 
witho!t any further refolurion ; rhen Prefident Liſle fell on, 
aggravaring the crime and the danger thereot,and w.chour any 
wore ado, gave Senrence of Dearh, rhar he ſhould be Re- 
headed, which was accordingly Executed on the 8. of Fune, 
in th's tollowing manner. 
The Leiurenanr of rhe Tower having delivered him(about 
10. of the clock inthe morning ) to rhe Sheritfs, Aldermen 
Robinſ;n and Chandlor, he marched w.th a fixr and ſteady coun- 
renance to the Scatiold ( rhe relarur hereat having him all the 
way th ther by rhe right Hand ) nor ſo mach as looking upon 
the people, nor ſaying one word, being intent upon rhe happi-

preſcnriyprepared tor his end,briefiyacquainringSheritt Rgbin-

had with :mportuniry inrerceded. for his life, yer fince the

the wor Id, that T ſhould bear witneſs to the trath: I was brought 
Into the world (the Chriſtian world) for to bear witneſs to 
the truth of the Goſpel,as a common Chriſtian;twas brought 
into the world(the Church):s a Miniſter of his blefſeqWord 
and Sacraments ; [ Bleſſed be his Name for that honour and 
dignity ; ] and I came intothe world to die mere immedi- 
ately for the teſtimony of ] ES US, which Ged hath now 
called me to. 1 came, inte this werld { this Common- 
wealth ) to be a Member thereof, to bear witneſſe to the 
truth of the Cuftomes; the Lawes, the Liberties, and Pri- 
viledges thereof, <o ] am a Member of theCommonewealth: 
And methinks it ſeems to me a ſtrange thing, that in as much 
as we all plead for Liberty, and Priviledges, and 1 pleading 
for the Priviledges, the Lawes,the Sratutes,and the Cuſtoms 
of this Land, yet I ſhould die by thoſe that ſhould Rand for 
the Lawes, the Statutes,and Priviledges of the Land : Andi 
am here beheld of thoſe that plead for their Liberties, and 1 
hope 1 am pittied becauſe k here give up my ſelf willingly and 
freely to be a State Martyr for the publick good ; and [ had 
rather die mapy deaths my ſelf, than betray my fellow-free*
